1. Mr, George Miller, ao«~*tt«&diag but still designated 
Army member el the NK Committee, today pi toned the following: 

2. The Army IG had inspected the Transportation Corps sad moled 
that tor basic iafteiligeace they were reiyiag on 303 Sections 31, 32, aad 33 
which in many caeee were many years old and in some cases tea or more 
year*. In consequence the Inspector General sent a memorandum to A CSS 
stating that these Nl.i* edits should be much more frequently updated, 

3. Miller wondered if OBI could be of aeeletaace In preparation of 
an ACS! memorandum which would answer the !G. I told him that, as he 
haew, this as a practical matter was mush lass a matter of scheduling 
desirabilities (at the NIS Committee level) than it was essentially a 
question oi WIS production capabilities in this field as viewed by or in 
any event annually stated by the Production Center of DIA. 

4. I told him OBI would be happy to print more 31 *e aad 32'a 
than we now are if D1A will produce them, and that the chairman of the 
N1S Committee had publicly expressed bis concern with the cutback in 
those contributions. 

5. 2 suggested that the Production Coaler was obviously the 
place far him to turn aad that he phone Col. Early, but he indicated 
that he would first contact his old friend Nickelsburg.
